from a settlement. Lt was calculated in 
a telegram despatched from England on 
the 18th of last month that there. were 
no Jess than 212,000 looms on strike 
out of a total’ of 470, 000 in the United 
Kingdom. At Blackburn, Darwen, 
Burnley, Lowerhouse, Padiham, . Ac- 
cringtov, Church, Oswaldwistle, Righ- 
ton, Great Harwood and Barenden—all 
places which might be: generally describ. 
ed as conglomerations of huge apinning 
mills and dwellings for operatives—the 
strike was said to be general, and at’ the 
firat-named place, where the riot haa juat 
occurred, 40,000 men had turned out. 

It seems to uss pity theg English 
newspapers exhibit so little ‘tendency to 
write against strikes and.trade unions,— 
the latter forming the backbone. of the

At H.B.M.’s Police Court yesterday after- 
noon (May 17th) and ‘this morning, before C. 
F. RB, Allon, Esq.) several charges were heard 
against the officers and crew of the British 
ship @ T. Ray. The chip sailed for New 
York a few days ago, but’ put back in con- 
saquence of a portion of the crew refusing 
to proceed. foseph Barret, the mate, was 
charged with refusing to take tho vessel to 
sea and to obey the lawful commands of the 
Captain ; seven members of the crew were 
charged with refusing to work; and there 
were threo separate charges of assault 
against Captain Forrest. ‘The evidence on 
some of the material points was very con- 
flicting: ‘The mate and seven seamen all 
now refused to go to sea with the present 
Captain. ‘The magistrate said he dismissed 
the charge ogainst Captain Forrest of ase 
id not believe there 
wos an assault, It ‘appeared from the 
evidence that the Captain insisted on burstin 
open the mate's room; ond there sppeare: 
to have been a quarrel between them ; but 
there was nothing showing an assault to 
have boon committed. As to the slices 
that the Captain assaulted two menin the 
forecastle, it seemed that the men came on. 
board and were not ready to do. their work. 
The ship was short-handed and the Captain 
said that unless the two men did their work 
thera would not bo sufficient, The magis- 
trate thought that, under auch circumstances, 
the Captain was justified in going to the 
finsehele and paling the men out and 
setting them to their work ; but at the same 
time he thought greater violence was used 
than necessary, as the Captain, after ulling 
them out, hit them in the face, For so 
doing, the Court fined the Captain $3 on 
each of the two counts; ordering that. he 
also pay the costs of the summonses. The 
charge of refusal of duty was yery serious. 
An authority had saidthat intemperate or 
discourtcous conduct. would not excuse such 
refusal; and that was all that was alleged 
against the Captain. The mate appeare to 
have gone about his work in an incompetent 
manner; and under those circumstances 
possibly the Captain lost his temper and was 
inclined to bo discourteous; but that, as he 
said, did not justify the crew in their refusal 
of duty. The magistate said he jooked upon 
the seven men as'tools of the mate, who was 
the most: to blame. - Were such conduct 
aiiuwed, it. weld be impossible to carry on 
the navigation of any ship, The mate was 
then sentenced to a month’s hard labour, 
with the deduction of two days’ pay; and

SOOIALISM IN GERMANY. 


The Socialiat movement “in Germany, 
which has at loat. begun td attract some 
attention in this country, is of véry recent 
origin. It was started by Ferdinand Las- 
aalle fifteen years ago. We do not mean 
that there were no German Socialists before 
his time ;‘ but they wore not an active party 
in the State, nor had their doctrines exer- 
vised any considerable Influence on the in- 
tellectual life of the nation. 

Although Laseallo is ‘little known here, 
leven. by name, he was one of the most 
remarkable poe agitators of the present 
century. He was born in’ 1825, and when 
a mere youth produced a‘profound impres- 
sion on Alexander ‘von Humboldt and 
Heine. “The former called him ‘* the mira- 
culous obild ;” and the lattor, in'a letter to 
Varnhagen vou Ense, Larinalere for him a 
splendid career. Long before he came for- 
ward as the champion of the working classes 
he was known asa philosophic writer of 
genuine distinction. His book on Heraclitus 
is one of the most learned, ingenious, 
and profound produced by the Hegelian 
school; apd his “system of acquired 
rights, although not so important as he 
supposed, is acknowledged to be a work of 
vast research and penetrating thougtt. He 
did not begin to be widely known as a poli- 
tician until 1862, {n the spring of that 
year he ‘addressed a meeting of Berlin 
workmen, afterwards publishing the speech. 
as @ pamphlet entitled ‘The Workmen’s 
Programme.” It was not so much a state- 
mont of opinion asa rhapsody in anticipa- 
tion of a new world. -After tho loarned 
manner of a German philosopher, but with 
the fire and enthusiasm of a devotee, he 
traced the whole course of modern history 
with o view to prose that the future belongs 
to the working olaas. © He. was tried for 
inciting the mob to rebellion, and was 
ultimately condemned to a month’s impri- 
sonment, a penalty which had only the 
effect of intensifying bis zeal and bring- 
ing bis name prominently before the nation. 
Appealed to for counsel by a workmen’s 
association in Lelpsig, he sont them an 
“Open Answer,” which has still almost the 
authority of a sscred writing among the 
party or the soot he founded. Tt is a small 
pamphlet, being written with great force 
and lucidity, and bearing on every page the 
stamp of patsionate earnestness, it could 
not fail to go straight to the mark at which 
{ts autbor aimed, Ono of its main proposl- 
tions ia that under existing social conditions 
wages can never permanently rise above the 
point which is necessary for the bare exist- 
ence of the workman and bis family, | If, 
therefore, those conditions are maintataed, 
the working olass hea’ nothing to lock for» 
ward to but poverty and misery, Lazsalle’s 
remedy is that workmen should forn them. 
selves into productive associations, and that 
the State should advance them sufficient 
capital to enable them to start with an as- 
surance of success, He expresses unbounded 
faith in this plan, and has only words of 
soorn and Josthing fur thoxe who urge that 
the business of tha State is merely to defend 
the person and. property of the individual. 
“Te is,” he says; ‘ the poouliar task and 
yooation of the State to smooth the way for 
the great. forward moventents of humunity; 
That is ite mission; for that it oxista, and 
it has always worked, and. must continue 
to work towards this end.” Were the State 
to act in the manacr he indicates, there” 
-would ‘be no. longer a coniict . between 
‘capital ahd Inbour; for both would bein 
the same hands, and the workman would 
obtain the full product of his energies:

It is 
even said that traces of its Influence may be 
found in documents issuing from Govern- 
ment offices, And the doctrine, as might 
be expected in Germany, is alway set forth 
as strictly scientific... The German Socialist 
is profoundly: convinced that he alone dis- 
‘plays true humanity ;° but he is not lesa 
certain that ho is supported by reason. He 
fearlossly appeals to political economy, and 
will argue by the hour in defence of the 
position that the world has been steadily 
moving in the direction of bis Utopia. 
Lassalle’s favourite idea was that the fate of 
the aristocracy of Hurops. was. decided in 
1789, ond that of the bourgeoisie in 1848; 
and among those who reverence his name 
this is now an article of faith. 

‘A German statesman will find few subjects 
more worthy of his attention than the 
history of the efforts made bythe Socialists 
to be adequately represented in Parliament. 
Two Social ‘Democrats took thelr placed in 
the Constituent Reichstag which assembled, 
in 1867, after the war wit! Austria,. In the 
Reichstag of 1868 the number mounted to 
five, The tide of ‘patriotlsm after the 
Franco-German war rose 60 high that for a 
time Socialism séemed to be checked ; and 
in 1871 the number was again only two. 
Tho elections for thé Relcbstag in 1874, 
however, produced nine Socialist deputies ; 
and twelve were returned last-year. With 
a single exception, therefore, easily ex- 
plained, there has been an uninterrupted 
advance ; and it becomes far more significant 
when we turn from the deputies ‘to the 
electors. whom they represent. While 
350,000 Soclalist votes were given in 1874, 
the figures in 1877 were 485,000 : ari indtease 
‘of about 40 per cent, At firat sight it excites 
surprise that so large » body of-voters sends 
to Parlfament only twelve’ representatives, 
Tho reason is that tho party is widely 
acattered over the empire. if Mr Pare’s. 
acheme for the representation of minorities 
were established iu Gormany, there would 
be in the Relohstag’ between thirty and. 
forty Socialists—that is, they would occupy 

t one-tenth of the seats, and bo at loast as 
powerful as the Progressista, 

The Socialists thor®hghly understand the 
value of the press as a: means of influencing 
public opinion. They have now no fewer 
than forty newspapera; and they bave re- 
cently started a monthl poriodical.of large 
literary pretensions. he pamphlets and 
ocoasional sheets issued by them are {n- 
numerable, and these are hawked about the 
country and find theit way into the remotest 
towns and hamlets.

The explanation must of course be looked 
‘for. in. the:-very different circumstances of 
the two countries,- In the first place, 
the French. Sodlalists have had bitter 
experlencs of the difficulties which stand in 
tho way of those who undertake to break 
up the existing social. system ; evory ap- 
proach, however remote, which they have 
made towards the realization of thelr ideal 
having been attended by disaster. As yet 
the Soclalists of Germany have had no ex- 
rience of this kind. Their plans are still 
in the alr ; and the very. alarm: which these 
have excited oauses them vastly to under- 
rate the strength of the forces with which, 
in the event of a atragele they would have 
to contend.-> It is pro! able, howevet, that 
these forces are much. less powerful in, 
Germany than in Frence. Whother we 
admire thd Fronch land system or not, it 
must be adaltted to produce a, contented 
and consorvative peasintry: A man who 
posseasos oven atiay estate of his own is not 
likely to listen patiently to schomers who 
propose that everyboiy should have an 
equal share in. tho wealth of the nation : 
he will have doubts whethor his share in 
the problematic future would be quite 80 
substantial as that which he possesses in 
the actual present. [n hor peasantry France 
has a strong” bulwark against sweeping 
change ; Germany finds that in many dis- 
triots the ranks of the Socialiats ero largely 
reorulted from among her peasantry. |. 

Another profound difference between the 
two countries 1s that there is a great deal 
more poverty in Germany thao ia France, 
During the present generation Germans 
have bad the satisfaction of ploying a part 
of high importance in European politics ; 
but thoy have done so at a terrible sacrifice. 
Their military systom, which shallow obser- 
vers sometimes commend as cheaper than 
our own, has drained the resources and 
energies of the nation; and even the mil- 
liards, which wore expected to make the 
country rich at a bound, have in roality left 
‘it poorer than they found it. Excossive 
speculation has been followed by the natural 
results; and the continual rumours respect- 
ing fresh warlike undertakings havo dis: 
conraged commercial enterprise and dried 
up the sources of industry and trade, There 
ié at the prosent. moment no country ‘in 
Europe in which so-large a section of the 
working class auffer extreme hardship ; 80 
that enthusiasts and agitators find for the 
most fantastic sohemes a prepared and 
thoroughly congenial soil. - 

Mr. Matthey Arnold has lately -been 
enlightening the world as to the advantages 
of equality, We may or may not agree 
with his conclusions, but every one &0- 
quainted with the facts knows'that he is 
quite right in asserting that tho spirit.of 
equality is. widely diffused throughout 
French soclety. In this respect no people 
could present’a stronger contrast to the 
French than tho Germans, . The structure 
of German soclety to still to a large extent 
medisval, There is much that ts attractive 
in the domestic life of Germany, ‘and 
Germans of the same rank treat each othor 
as mon of the samo rank treat each other. in 
Branco or England; but the distinctions 
which separate olasa from class are profound. 
The arlatooracy of Germany is incomparably 
larger than’ the. aristooracy of any other 
country in Europe ; and, its members being 
aa arale poor, they make up for this dis: 
advantage by pride of birth, A Prussian 
“Von,” however humble may be his out- 
ward circumstances, assumes the bearing of 
a aort of superior being ; the pottlest Junker 
displays a haughty conaciousness of ancestry 
in his dealings with the vulgar herd. The 
tone of the noble class has deeply affected 
the whole soolal life of the nation : officers, 
Civil servants, professors, employers, 
masters and mistresses, claiming higher 
authority and showing: themselves. more 
exacting in its exercise than anywhere else 
ju the Western world. In ‘old times their 
claims were accepted as a mattor of course ; 
but the conditions of modern life bring the 
various classes into closer contact than was 
formerly possible ; and working men have 
learned that while individually weak, they 
may by combination present a front of 
imposing strength. Tho consequence {s 
‘that social distinctions gall and fret 
multitudes who were once hardly conaclous 
of their existence, A vast amount of envy 
and bitterness may be cherished without 
leading to destructive doctrines : but such 
feellngs are undoubtedly favourable to the 
growth of revolutlonary sentiment ; and 
when revolutionary sentiment is developed 
they add enormously to its force and in- 
tensity. Hence German Soolalism is ao- 
companied in many-minds by a feroolty of 
hatred which has had no parallel in Europe. 
since the Beign of Terror, Thethorough- 
going Soclalist will hear of no wbalf mea- 
pures: he “ breathes out threatenings and 
slaughter” against his enemies, and strives 


to the utmost to make the gulf between | 


capital and labour absolutely impassable, 
Another cause of the rapld d-velopment 
of Socialism it the atate of religious thought:
